None of the participants In the cdnfer-
rnoe would discuss what occurred. Senn-
tor Penrose also declined to even admit
that he had been talking to Roosevelt over
the long-distance phone
The delinite stand taken by the Penn-
sylvanin Progressives nt their caucus last
night. however, I8 belleved to hava prompt-
ed the moves muade by Penrose,
The Pennsylvania delegation to the Bull
Moose Convention held a cavcus In the
Auditorium Hotel that Iasted for three
hours. It was an executive msession, and
none but delogutes was pdmitted.

PENROSE ASSERTS

Senator Speaks When
Elected Head of Pennsyl-
vania Delegation

HAS ABSOLUTE CONTROL

CHICAGO, Juns T.—On the eve of the
Repuiblican  National Caonvention, Unltad
States Benator Bolen Penrowe, of Pennnsyl-
vanin, declared that the Republiean can-
didate will not be agresd upon until next
HSaturday night or later. The convention
In not onm of leaders, an former conventions
have bean, he nald, but the delegates them-
nelven will select the nominee.

It wasm the frst statemant made by
Senntor Penrose ninees just after he arrived
here, when the dickering and strlng-pulllng
started between the onmps of tha 18
candidates,

Senntor Penross made the statement In
the course of the caucus of the Pennaylvania
delogatin,

All the delegates, with the exception of
Governor Brumbaugh, were present. They
had  Just fintshed unanimously slecting
Senator Penrose chalrman of the delegation,
and had watehed the Panrose steam roller
put through the entire Penrose alnte for
Pennaylvania’s places on the committees,
when Jehn Wanamaker, afier anking to be
heard, urged thiat the factional hatchets be
burled.

The split of 1812, continued Mr. Wana-
maker, was due to “faulty leaderahip,

“I am not referring to any leaders sit-
ting here,” he added

Senntor Penross Immedintely  rose
“Gantlemon,” he anld, “Mr. Wanamaker is
making a reference to myself and I think
I should answer him.

“It has been Impresied upan you by Mr.
Wannmoker that this ls pre-eminently a
convention of mnearly 1000 men recruited
from among the bokt citizens nll over the
United Staten,

“They are uninstructed for the most part,
and will vote in the convention for the bost
Intereats of thelr country and thelr party.
